SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Teen Sex 11/ Teen Sex Video is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video contains two features Teen Sex 11 and Teen Sex Video which respectively 
present two and four scenes of explicit predominantly male to female sexual activity. 
The participants present as “young persons” in terms of their immature bodies and 
youthful faces. The use of titles and subtitles that make reference to “teen sex” and 
“boy lovers” reinforces the theme of sexual activity involving teenagers. By explicitly 
referring to and depicting sexual activity involving young persons and presenting this 
activity in a manner designed to sexually titillate the viewer, the publication promotes 
and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
